H 4 Hiſtory of Great and Illuftri- 
ous Perſons, has generally ſomething 
in it ſo grand and ſtriking, that the 


Facts related of them, make the moſt ſenſible 
Impreſſion upon the Mind of the attentive 
and intelligent Reader : Both in Proſperity 
and Diſtreſs, their Thoughts, Words and Ac- 
tions, riſe vaſtly above the common level of 
Mankind, and ſhews them Superior to the reſt 
of their Fellow och not only as diftin- 

B guiſh'd by their 
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their Rank and Degree in Life, but by a 
' peculiar Greatneſs af Soul, which gives a Kind 
of Grandure to all they fay and do. A vir- 
tuous Great Man, for no Man can be truly 
Great without being Virtuous, gives, in eve- 
ry Condition and Circumſtance of Life, a won- 
derful diſplay of ſhining Qualities, which the 
beſt good Man in a lower Station, cannot 
ſhew to the fame Advantage. In Proſperity, 
his Generoſity, Aﬀability, Compaſſion, and 
other human ee attract the Eyes 
and gain the Affections of the People, perhaps, 
of a whole City or Province. In Adverſity, 
his Beha viour is anſwerable to the Dignity 
of his former Station, and all thoſe who have 
heard of, or have ſhar'd of his unbounded 
Liberality, Compaſſionate his Misfortunes, 
and ſympathiſe with him in his Diſtreſs. Pro- 
vidence ſeems to intreſt itlelf in a peculiar 
Manner in the behalf of the Brave and the 
Virtuous, as well to preſerve ſome Examples 
for Imitation, as to ſhew to what high Per- 
ſections in Virtue human Nature may advance. 
This will be abundantly manifeſt from the en- 
fuing Hiſtory and Adventures, which we now 

piocced to relate. 
To begin then with the F xamples of the 
brave Den Lopez, and the Virtuous Tick 
ele 
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Theſe Perſons, who are the principal Subject 
of this Narrative, were both Natives of Hain; 
the Lady T7ere/a's Father was Don Sancho de 
Avilla, a Gentleman of Caſtile; who, being 
a Widower, took this Young Lady, his 
only Child, then but ten Years of Age, and 
went for Mexico, where he rclolv'd to reſide 
the remainder of his Days; having receiv'd 
ſome diſguſt at his Mafter the King of Spain, 
who had refus'd him the Government of a 
Place in Caſtile, which he had asked for. 

H x left Spain in the Year 1708, and arri- 
ved ſafe at Mexico with all his Effects and 
Family. There he ſoon increas'd his For- 
tune greatly, and the fair 7ere/a improv'd 
in Stature and Beauty; ſo that in two Years 
time ſhe was admir'd by all the Men, and 
envy'd by all the Women. She was mode- 
rately fair, but her Eyes were black and ſhi- 
ning, and inſpired Love with every Glance. 
Her Mouth and Features were ſo ſweet, fo 
charming, that her Smiles ſtill heal'd the 
Wounds her Eyes did give. Her Shape, her 
Air, her Voice, were all divine. Her Soul 
was Noble, full of ſolid Senſe and Honour. 
She was affable, pious, witty, chaſte, and free 
from Pride. Her Father was ſo fond of fier, 


he thought his Happineſs conſiſted wholly in 
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her Life and Welfare ; priz d her above his 
Wealth, and refoly'd to ſacrifice all he had

555 rather than not plaee her nobly in the 
Vorld. 0 


But alas! Heaven ſmiles at our Deſigns, 
and ſoon convinced him he could live with- 
out her. One Evening the fair Tereſa being 
at a Country-houſe of her Pather's, at &gu- 
ra, going to take the Air in a Pleaſure- 
Beat, with her Servants; a ftrong Wind 
role, and blew them out to Sea: Three 
Days and Nights they remain'd toſs'd too 
and fro, in the extreameſt Danger and De- 
{pair. at laſt the Boat over-ſet, and the 
mercileſs Waves ſwallowed that, and all her 
Attendants, except a Blackmore Slave, who 
leaping into the Sea, cry'd, My dear Lady, 
throw your ſelf upon me, and I will bear you 
ap till I die. Tt was Dusk, and no Land ap- 
peared : But as ſhe held him round the Neck, 
he ( ſwimming ) cry'd, Land, Land, hold 
faſt I tread on Land. Then getting near- 
er to the Shore, he found his hopes anſwer'd; 
for they were caſt on a deſolate Iſland, where 
no Signs of any Inhabitants appear'd. Here 
the half dead Tereſa fainted, and the poor 
Black laying her upon the Graſs, fat down 
wee ping by her, haying nothing to give her, 

| « 
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to comfort her or himſelf. She at length re- 
coverd, and with that weak Voice ſhe had 

left, return'd God Thanks for her Safety. 
AT break of Day they ſaw an old Indian 
Man come down towards them, dreſt in Beaſts 
Skins, a Hat of Canes, and Sandals of Wood 
upon his Feet: He went to a Tree, drag'd- 
a a Canoe of a ſtrange Faſhion, that ſtood a- 
gainſt it, down to the Sea; and was entering 
into it 'when he perceived Tereſa and the 
Moor: He preſently made up to them, and 
by ſtrange Geſtures expreſt his Surprize, ſeem- 
ing to admire her Habit and Beauty; the 
Black who was skill'd in them, by Signs in- 
form'd him of their Diſtreſs. The Indian 
who prov'd a Fapaneſe, caſt on Shore there, 
with his Wife and three Children, in the 
Cbineſe Language invited them to his home: 
The Moor underſtood him, and inform'd his 
Lady, they went with him. They found his 
Wiſe and Children in a poor Cottage or hut; 
ſhe was dreſt in Beaſts Skins, and the Chil- 
dren were naked: The hut was built with 
Boughs of Trees, and hurdles made with 
Canes to fill the ſpaces ; the Roof was thatch- 
ed with Plaſhes and Leaves, yet ſo that the 
Rains could not enter: The Indians were 
humane, and treated them the beſt they were | 
able, 
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able, bringing out dry'd Fiſh and Eggs, which 
the Woman roaſted in the embers of a Fire 
they had made to warm them. There was 
only one Room where they muſt all eat and 
lie; Ruſhes and dry'd Leaves, with no Co- 
verlid but Beaſts Skins, were their Beds; 
Indian Corn dry d in the Sun, their Bread; 
Water their Drink. This was a hard Trial 
for ſo young a Creature as the fair Tereſa, who 
had been bred with ſuch Delicacy and Indul- 
gence : , But her Virtues exceed her Years 
and Strength ; ſhe eat thankfully what was 
ſet before her, was wholly. refign'd to the will 
of heaven, and murmur'd not at Providence. 
Here ſhe and the Moor continued cight Days. 
The poor Indian who was a Chriſtian, con- 
verted with his Family by the Miſſionaries 
in Japan, and was ſhipwreck'd here as he was 
going with Goods for the Merchants to Chi- 
na, with a ſmall Bark which he was then 
Owner of; he and the Moor wear daily out 
to fiſh, hoping to get ſight of ſome Ship, or 
Bark, that would carry them to Japan, or 
Mexico. Mean time the Lady not being a- 
ble to converſe with the poor Indian Woman, 
whoſe Language ſhe was a Stranger to, walk- 
ed out as far as her weak Legs would carry 
her, to view the Iſland which ſecm'd of; an 
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ſmall Extent: Here ſhe found Fruits of di- 
vers Kinds, pleaſant and good, eſpecially 
Grapes, which, tho' wild, were of excellent 
Taſte; theſe ſhe cat and brought home ; where 
preſſing out the Juice, ſhe mixt it with Wa- 
ter, making a pleaſant Drink of it. This 
raiſed a curioſity in the Black to range about 
the Iſland, hoping to diſcover ſomething 
worth his Labour. He found Neſts of young 
Birds, and Rice, Olives, Honey in the hol- 
low Trees; and every Day brought home 
ſomething acceptable, and of great Uſe in 
their melancholy Condition. But Providence 
was determin'd to deprive Tereſa of this 
Comfort alſo; for one Morning ſhe walked 
out with Domingo (for ſo was her faithful 
Slave call'd ) to divert her ſelf with the fight 
of ſome pleaſant Walks he had diſcover'd in 
a woody Place about two Miles from the 
Houſe ; which being arriv'd at, they ventured 
into the very thickeſt part of it: There 
Domingo eſpy'd a Tree, with Fruit he had 
never ſeen before, not unlike a European Pear; 
he boldly ventur'd to gather, and taſte it, tho' 
Tereſa warn'd him to forbear taſting it till 
they had ſhewn-it to the Indian: He eat 
two of them, puting more in his Pocket ; and 
in a few Minutes after found himſelf Sick, 

and 
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and began to Vomit. They haſten'd to re- 


turn home ; but before they MN reach half 


Way, he fell down and embracing his Lady's 
Knees, cry'd, Farewel my dear Miſtreſs ; may 
God, to the Knowledge of whom your dear 
Father brought me, kecp you, and deliver you 
hence; comfort you when Iam gone, and have 
Mercy upon the Soul of your poor Slave. Re- 


member me, charming Jereſa; mySoul ador'd 


you, but Chriſtanity reſtrain d me from ask- 
ing what my amorous Soul languiſh'd to 
polls. I 'brought you to the Wood with 


houghts my Soul now ſinks at. I was 


| born free -as you, and thought I might with 


Honour ask your Love, fince Heaven had 
ſingled me out to ſave your Life, and live 
your only Companion and Defender; but 


God has thought fit to diſappoint me. May 
no other rob you of that Treaſure which TI 
no longer can protect. Angels guard you. 


Give me one Kiſs, and ſend my Soul to reſt. 
Here he graſp'd her Hand, and ftrove to riſe, 


but fell back and expir'd. The fair Tereſa 
remain'd ſo afflicted and ſurprized, that ſhe 
Was not able to ſtand; her tender Soul was 
ſo ſhock d, she was even ready to follow him; 


the Generoſity and Love he had shewn, the 


Gaia Condition she was left in, diſtracted 
©." her;

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ber- Vet she could not but applaud the 
Goodneſs of God, who had ſo wonderfully 
prevented her Ruin ; for tho' he had a Soul 
fair as his Face was black, yet Domingo her 
Father's Slave, was not fit to enter her Bed. 

SR was now left alone, no human Crea- 
ture left that could underſtand her Language ; 
very ſmall hopes of ever being deliver'd from 
this diſmal Place, the poor Indians having 
lived here five Years already. 

THassE ſad Thoughts o'erwhelm'd her for 
ſome time; one while ſhe turn'd her Eyes to 
the inſenſible Domingo, then to the diftant 
Sea and Mexico: At length ſhe caſt them up 
to Heaven, and cry'd, My God, pity my 
© Youth and Innocence ; Death would be now 
© a Favour to me. What ſhall I do in this 
* ſad Place! How ſpend thoſe wretched 
* hours thou haſt aloted me to live! Who 
© ſhall cloſe my Eyes, or lay me decently in 
* my Grave? But why do I reflect on that? 
© Who ſhall improve by any good that I can 
do, whilſt Living, or teach me to ſuſtain 
© the Miſcries of Life as 1 ought? Oh! thou 
© who madeſt and canſt not hate me, encreaie 
* my Faith and Patience; or free my Soul 
* from this Extremity of Grief by Death. 
* But alas! do I inſtruct my God? do I point

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d out to him the way to help me! am I fit 
© to dic, and not reſign'd to him? forgive me, 
« gracious Heaven: I reft fatisfied : This 


lonely Place ſhall henceforth be my Pat mas 


© Here free from Temptations that delude 
© Mankind I' live; the Woods ſhall be my 
© Oratory : II only cat to live, count Things 
© the moſt ciſtaſtfu], wholeſom and good, and 


© five to die. Here the attempted to rite, 


but was not able. She remain'd here ſome 


Hours. At laſt, the poor Indian Woman 


came to ſee k her, and after having expreſt in 
her Language much . Concern tor Domingo, 
led her 24 

Suk continued thus ten Days, beginning 
to underſtand ſomething of their Language: 
the Indian bury'd Domingo, and Tereſa grew 


very ſick, yet refrain'd not to walk daily to 


the Wood, where ſhe offer d up her Prayers 
to God. 

ONE Morning as ſhe was at her Devo- 
tion, ſhe was interrupted by the Voice of a 


Woman, who was making ſad Lamentation in 


the French Tongue, for the Death of tome 
Perſon. Tereſa roſe from her Knees, aud fol- 


lowed the ſound of the Voice, came to the 


farther ſide of the Wood, where ſhe perceiy'd 
a dark Valley betwixt two ſmall Hills, which 
Nee 
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were ſo cover'd with Trees as render'd the 
Valley very obſcure; here ſata Woman witty 
her Hair diſhe vel'd, her Habit rich, but alto- 
gether negligent, upon the Ground: Upon « 
Scarlet Cloak lay 2 Man, whoſe! Habit ſpoke 
him no common Perſon, a Death- like Paleneſs 
reign'd in his Pace, and he appear'd as one 
juſt dead. Tue Woman wrong her Hands; 
fore her Hair, and ſhew'd all the Symptoms 
of a Perſon in Deſpair. Tere/a, who ſpoke 
French, aſter ſome time addreſſed herſelf to 
ker in this Manner: © Madam, hehold here a 
© Perſon, who is, perhaps, wretched as your- 
© {elf, yet not quite unable to help you; tell 
© me your Grief, and if F cannot repair your 
Loſs, I may yet comfort you. The Wo- 
man looking up, diſcover'd the moſt lovely 
Face imaginable. Speak not, ſaid ſbe, to mo 
© of Comfort; ſince the too charming Haut- 
ville is no more, I am inconſolablo. See 
© here a Man, who has left his Country, For- 
tune, and Friends to follow me; and being 
© caſt on this curſed Shore by an uns kilſul 
* Pilot, has periſh'd at my Feet for want of 
© Food. We have been five fad Days in this 
inhoſpitable Place, where the Bruiſes he had 
© receiv'd againſt the cruel Sands upon his 
# Breaſt, bringing me upon his Back to Shore, 
made 
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© made him unable to go farther. I gathered 
Fruit and Honey; but alas! he wanted o- 
© ther Food, refus'd to cat enough to ſupport 
Life, and is now departed, leaving mo the 
© moſt unhappy Wretch on Earth. Here 
ſhe renew'd her Tranſport: of Sorrow; kiſt 
his pale Lips, and beat — Breſt againſt the 
Ground; which Tereſa, who wanted Strength 
to hold her, beheld with utmoſt Compaſſion. 
At laſt the Gentleman fetch'd a deep Sigh, 
and open'd his Eyes. Fond Woman, ld 
Lereſa, ſit not thus to weep, but riſe and 
a follow me; the God which Grief makes 
vyou forget, ſends you Help by me: Make 
© haſte, III give you Food and Wine, which 
tho but _ will ſuſtain Life At theſe 
Words Tereſa ran back to the Hut as faſt 
as her Weakneſs would permit, and made the 
Indian Woman follow her with Food to the 
Wood, where they found the Lady and Gen- 
tleman, both almoſt ſenſeleſs; but pouring 
ſome of the Grape Juice down their Throats, 
which was ftrong, tho' not purify'd like Wine, 
they re vivid, and having got a little Food in 
their Stomachs, made ſhift to riſe, and walk. 
a little way, but could not reach the Hut 
till Evening. Yereja-ftay'd by them all the 
Day, o'crjoy'd that ſhe had — j * 
alter 
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aſter having eat and drank. a ſecond. time, the 
Gentleman 'repaid her © Courteſy” with this 
handſome Acknowledgment : *© Bleſt Angel, 
for ſuch you have been to me, and my 
© dear Emilia, how came you here? Such 
Beauty and ſuch Youth, and Innocence as 
appears in your Face, might ſurely have. ſe- 
cured you from the Miſeries of Life. What 
cruel Accident brought you to this deſert 
Iſe?* Here Tous recounted her Misfor- 
runes, and.in return, defired to know theirs, 
if his Strength would permit. The Count ge 
Hautwille readily conſented to gratify . her, 
and began the fair Emil/ia's and his own Hiſ- 
tory, in this Manner 
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A 94 M, we are Natives of Frante, 
born Bort in one Province, Poiffou 
is our Country; I was the Son of the Mar- 

© quis: de Ventadbre, a Man whoſe Fortune 
and Quality, render'd him vain, and me un- 
happy. is Lady was tlie Daughter of 
© a Gentleman, 8 tho not equal to my 
Father in Porrüne, was as nobly deſcended: 
© He was the younger Son of a General, and 


was related to the Duke de Yendome. Emi-

© lia was his only Child, whoſe Beauty 


_ © Virtues made her worthy a Prince's Bed. I 


© ſaw, and lov'd her from my Infancy; our 
a Affection was encreaſed by our Years, and 
grew up with us. When I was fourteen, 
my Father carry'd me to Paris, ſhew'd me 
the Court, and all the celebrated Beauties 
© that ſhine there, where Art is uſed to im- 
* prove each Charm, and Jewels and Habit 
5 join with Nattire to ſubdue the Heart; but 


* Emilia was poſſeſt of mine before. I view'd 
* them 
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them all unmov'd, was impatient to return 
to Poictou, and then my Father firft began 
to miſtruſt my being preengag 'd to ſome 
Perſon there. He carry'd me back with 
him, and ſet a Watch upon my Actions 
Soon after my return home Emz/a's Father 
died, and ſhe was taken by an old Aunt 
to be Educated. The Fortune left Emilia 
was about two thouſand Pounds, the Eſtate 
was entail'd, and could not deſcend to a 
Daughter, ſo a Kinſman enjoys it.

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where the Villain Captain lodged, who had 
rodd'd-me of Emilia. I addreſt myſelf to 
the Governor, and Merchants on whom my 
Bills were drawn, who all promiſed to aſſiſt 
me.

the Captain was not long before he had diſ- 
patched his Affairs here, and then ſet fail 
for Japan, where he was obliged to deliver 
Goodls; but we had not long paſt the Straits 
of California before a Hurrican roſe, and 


our Pilot being unskilful, we run foul of 


thoſe Iſlands that lie ncar Cape Orients; 
there our Veſſel ſtruck, and ſplit to pieces, 
every one ſhifted for themſel ves, my dear 
Emilia, was my only Care. I threw my 
Cloak into the Boat, threw her and myſelf 
into it, and fortunately got clear of the Ship 
before ſhe ſplit, taking only the Captain 
with us, whom I call'd to me. We had but 
eight Hands on board of Sailors, and they 
doubtleſs all periſhed in the Sea.

They got to it, and found the poor Indian 
and his Wife ready to receive them: They 
made a Fire, boil'd them Eggs and Fiſh, gave 
them boil'd Rice; and tho' they could not 
converſe with, or underſtand their Language, 
expreft much compaſſion for them. Here 
they lay this Night much comforted, and —

She gets her Living, and mine, by making 
Turbants and Embrojdery, which I carry 
home to our Cuſtomers, and the Shops. We 
live very comſortably, and I am certain if 
you will give me leave to conduct you. to 
ber, ſhe will receive you kindly, for ſhe is a 
Perſon of great Goodneis. Emilia gladly ac- 
cepted his Offer, and they lifting up Tere/a, 
who was ſcarce alive, led her along to the 
Widow's Houſe, which was juſt behind the 
Wood. The Slave, whoſe Name was Ant o- 
10, gave his Miſtreſs a brief Account of their 
Condition : She embraced and welcomed them 
bringing out Meat and Drink ; with which 
they were refreſhed, they related to her the 
cauſe and- manner of their Eſcape from the 
City; upon which ſhe adviſed them to change 
their Cloaths, ſince they would ſurely diſcoyer 
them: But when Emilia came to pull off 
her Turbant and Velt, ſhe was amazed to ſee 
the rich Jewels it was adorn d with; In the 

Pocket 
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Pocket of the Veſt ſhe found 100 Sultan's 
of Gold, the Buttons were Diamonds. They 
bleft God for this Treaſure which would en- 
able them to live here, and procure them 
Means to eſcape hence together.

Tereſa, who was much joy d at this unexpect- 
ed good Fortune, reply'd, embracing her, 
I will aſſiſt you, ſaid ſke, in working with all 
my Heart; we both know how to uſe our 
Needles. A Bed was laid for them in HG 
J4's Chamber after the Turki/b Manner, that 
is, a Carpet was ſpread upon the Floor, on 
which were laid a Quilt, Blankets, Sheets and 
Coverlids 
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Coverlids : And now had they known what 
had become of their Lords, they hed been 2 
tolerably eaſy. Antonio ſet out for the City 
the next Morning, to learn what News he 
could, and return'd at Night with this Ac- 
count: I am, ſaid he, acquainted with a 
Chriſtian Boy, who is Slave to the Governor: 
I walk'd two or three Times before the 
Houſe to watch his coming out; at laſt 1 
ſaw him come ſweating up the Street with a 
Surgeon ; I winked at him as he paſt by, he 
return'd the Sign and enter'd: T waited not 
long, before he came out again: Loren xo, 
ſaid I, can't we drink a Diſh of Coffee. toge- 
ther this Morning? I am obliged to wait 
for ſome Money, one of my Miftreſs's Cuſ- 
tomers owes her, and therefore have an Hour 
to ſpare; which if you can, we will paſs to- 
gether. Lord, /azd he, our Houſe is all in 
Confuſion ; my Maſter bought two Chriſtian 
Women Yefterday, one of whom has this 
Night wounded him cruelly, and left him 
weltering in his Blood upon the Bed; our 
Renegado Roderigo they have likewiſe kill'd, 
as we ſuppoſe, for we found him dead in the 
Garden, and they arc eſcaped. Hearing ſome 
diſmal Groans in the Night, I enter'd the 
Room, and found my Maſter in this Conditi- 
| | on; 
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on; ſo I raiſed my Fellow-Servants, and we 
have brought him to Life, and the Surgeon 
has ſome hopes of his Recovery. We in- 
form'd him the Women were fled, but he 
commanded us to make no ſearch after them. 
He praiſed their Virtue, and ſeem'd to pity 
them, ſaying he wiſh'd their Happineſs, and 
commended their Courage. I asked Loren xo 
whom theſe Women belong d to? He ſaid 
he did not know. So I ſuppoſe none but 
Roderigo knew any thing of your Lords.

TJ AM the Daughter of an unfortunate Prince

May Provi- 
dence reſtore you to my Kinſman, and bring 
us ſafe to Venice again. Here the two Lords 
related part of their Adventures; Don Lopes 
concealing that part only which related to 
Tereſa, whom he mention'd as his Siſter :

Now pardon us, and as thou 
haſt deliver d us from Death, ſs grant Peace 
Then bowing to the Lords. 
To you blets'd Inſtruments of Heaven's boun- 
ty, aid be, who have ſaved the Life of her 
whoſe Life is dearer to me than my own, 


you who ſaved both from certain Death, I 
return unfeigned Thanks, and will make all 


the grateful Returns my preſent Circumſtan- 
ces will permit. They embraced, and con- 


gratulated him with much tenderneſs, and 


promiſed to return to him ſo ſoon as they 


had viſited the Lady. To her they went, 


and found her waking. She was very faint, 


and the Ladies welcoming of her, deſir'd ſhe 


would drink Chocolate with them, and not 
ſpend her Spirits by talking; yet ſhe utter- 


ed many affectionate Thanks and Acknow- 


ledgements to God and them, The breakfaſt

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was brought in, and ſoon after the Gentleman 
being riſen and drefs'd” in a Shirt, à thing he 
had not on before, Waſtecoat, Breeches, Cap, 
Night-gown, Stockings, and Slippers of one 
of the Lords, enter'd the Room, and appear'd 
like what he really was, a Man of Quality, 
of excellent Parts and Perſon. Anna had 
likewiſe ſupply'd the Lady with Shift and 
Night-Cloaths; ſhe appear'd to be about two 
and twenty, and the Gentleman upwards of 
thirty.

THIS Lady and IT, / id he, were both 

born in France, in the fame Province; 
Dauphiny gave us Birth. My Father ( which

Church crouded with thoſe, whoſe Inclinati- 
ons do not ſuit the Habits they wear, but 
tend to the World, and ſigh after the Pleaſures 
of it; nay too often do, as I have done, for- 
get the ſacred Vows they have made, and 
follow the dictates of their Paſſions. Clarinda 
was fair as an Angel, witty, free, affable, and 
in all Things ſo engaging, that I ſoon loſt my 
Heart to her; I ſtruggled with the growing 
Paſſion, ſometimes refolved to ſee her Face 
no more, but love overcame all my reſolutions, 
and I at laſt reſolved to poſſeſs her, or die.

When we came ro Marſeilles, which we ſoon 
did, we diſcharged the Bark, and went aſhore 
with our Things and lodged at an Inn. And 
now growing diſtractedly fond of Clarinda, I 
longed to perform my Promiſe of marrying 
her; and in few Days after, having purchaſed 
ſome Women's Apparrel for her, we ſtep'd 

| out 
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out one Morning early, and going to a Coun» 
try Village two Miles from Marſeilles, were 
lawfully join'd by a Pariſh Prieſt: And now 
had I not been before engaged to live Single, 
T had been one of the happieft Men on Earth. 
We waited not long, before an Engliſb Ship 
arrived homward bound. TI agreed for our 
Paſſage ; we went aboard, and ſoon after ſet 
Sail. And now my Fears were all over, I 
fancy'd myſelf going to a Country where I 
ſhould rather be applauded than condemn'd 
for what I had done, where I ſhould be free 
in all Reſpects; and tho' I never had a 
thought to change my Religion, yet I fan- 
cy'd I ſhould be extremely happy in a Place 
where I ſhould live free from all Conſtraint :

band, to enjoy my Virtuous Wife, was by a 
malicious Slave Watch'd, and betray'd ; He 
envied my good fortune in being belov'd by 
his Miſtreſs. He was an riß Man, a ſort 
of People who never want a good Opinion of 
themſelves, and are generally ſucceisful with 
the Women. He thought he had a good Op- 
portunity to Ruin me, and inſinuate himſelf 
into her Favour. He gave her an Account 
of what he had ſeen; and when I came into 
the Garden ſome Time after, and gave her 
my Hand, ſhe locked upon me with ſuch 
Rage. and Diſorder in her Face, that I quick- 
ly apprehended what was to follow.

Thus I have 
lived theſe two and forty Years, daily viſit- 
ing the Sick in the adjacent Towns and Vil- 
lages. And now Daughter, If you can con- 
tent. yourſelf to Work, I will provide you a 
Cottage and Buſineis, for with me it would 
be indecent for you to ſtay. You ſay you 
have kill'd a Man, a Thing you ought to 
mourn for all the Days of vour Life. Alas! 
could you find no way to touch his Soul but 
to cut him off in that dreadful Moment when 
he was leaft prepar'd for his eternal State? 
Why did you not rather call earneſtly to God 
to deliver you? Are you certain he is dead ; 
No Father, /aid ſbe, but I believe fo. He 
roſe haſtily ſaying, Stay here, and I will go 
and ſee if God has mercifully ſpared him to 
„ He run to the Cupboard, took out 
a Bottle of Cordial, and with his Staff in his 
Hand departed, going as nimbly as if he had 


been young, tho* he was ſo old and feeble.

Why did 1 
imbrue my Hands in Blood, and raſhly ruin 
che Soul of him whoſe Hands gave me Liber- 
ty but ſome few Hours before. I ſhould have 
ſtrove,” and reaſon'd with him; God would 
have ſtrengthen'd me no doubt, and touch'd 
his Heart. Well might the P/a/mi/t cry out 
to be Delivered from the guilt of ſheding of 
innocent Blood. Here ſhe Melted into Tears, 
and truly repented her Raſhneſs. Not long 
after, as ſhe ſat penſi ve, the good Father Ce- 
mentine return'd, for that was his Name; and 
with much Joy told her, Mackdonald was 
ſitting under a Tree when he came, ſo weak 
with the Loſs of Blood, he could not riſe.

by. the great Loſs of Blood, and was very 
1 The Clothes and Money that he 
ad, were by the good Prieſt taken care of; 
who having paid the Country- man for Lodg- 
ing and Diet for Mackdonald, gave the reſt 
to Claringda. She took leave of the generous 
Father with Tears, promifing to return to 
him ſoon, with me; he ſaid he would provide 
for us to live.

I conceal'd my deſpe- 
rate Deſign from my Mother, who was high- 
Iy afflicted at Annas Loſs and my Melan- 
choly, and pretended I would go travel only 
to Rome Spain, and France. She was very 
unwilling to let me go, telling me with 
Tears, My dear Child, ſaid ſhe, God has been 
pleaſed to take your noble Father from me, 
and my ſweet Anna, whom next to you I 
lov'd, you are all that are left me, in you 
are all my hopes placed; do not leave me 
then alone. Touch'd to the very Soul with 
her tender Expreſſions, I delay'd to go, and 
confin'd myſelf to her prefence. But ſeeing 
me every Day decay and pine away, ſhe re- 
foly'd to ſend me abroad in hopes to divert 
me: and commanded me to go, I yielded, and 
all Things being prepared, as Habit, _— 
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and two Servants, with Bills for Money at 
the Places I paſt through, I took leave of 
my dear Mother and Friends ; and with her 
Bleffing departed, promiſing to return ſoon. 
Now my Reaſon for going to Spain was, be- 
cauie had I gone from Venice, which was 
then at War with the Turks, I ſhould have 
been liable to be taken, and made Priſoner 
of War; but if I went from Hain or France, 
in a Veſſel belonging to either of thoſe Na- 
tions, I might be ſafe, and have the Protec- 
tion of their Conſuls at Conſtantinople, by 
whom I might procure Anna's Freedom, pay- 
ing her Ranſom. And I reſolv'd, tho” ſhe 
had been raviſh'd by the Turks, and fold or 
preſented to the Seraglio of ſome Villain, for 
that her Beauty would doubtleſs occaſion her 
to be, yet I would take her to my Arms, 
with as much Joy and Affection, as if ſhe had 
been ever mine: Yet this her tender Years 
made me to hope would prevent.

Birth a Ho/lander, who indeed had not 
more Religion than Honeſty or Conſcience, 
his Man's Name was Cornelius Vandunk, 
be was a Watchmaker by Profeſſion, and has 
ving as he told me, been extravagant, run in 
Debt, he fled his own Country, and went 
vith a Merchant to Gon/tantinople, to work 
there

there with him. His unconſtant Temper 
made him uneaſy there, ſo he wanted to be 
gone elſewherc, and went on board a French 
Merchant Ship, which was taken by an Al- 
gerine Pirate. There he was ſold to a 7e 
Merchant who uſed him ill; coming to Tunis, 
he refolved to free himſelf by renouncing 
Chriſtianity. He did fo, by which he ingra- 
tiated himſelf with the Baſſa SHiman, arid be- 
came a Favourite, working for him in curi- 
ous Work: He was certainly a great Ar- 
tiſt at his Trade, and of him I learn'd {6 
much, as to be able to put a Watch together, 
and mend one tolerably; I took much delight, 
in it; and painting in Water-Colours I was 
alſo a tolerable Maſter of. Being now re- 
ſolved upon quitting my Service. I was con- 
ſidering how I could provide Bread for my- 
ſelf, and enjoy my Religion, the thing I va- 
lued above my Life. I thought now if I 
h:d a good Sum of Money with me, I might 
Eicape to ſome Place far diſtant from Tunis, 
and retire to an obſcure Place where T might 
Work and Sell what I did make, till I could 
hear ſomething of Eleonora, for that was my 
ador'd Mifſtreis's Name; and having learn'd 
from a Merchant that arriv'd from Algier, 
who came to bring a rich Preſent to Soliman, 


* 
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that Apbonſo's Ship had been taken and 
plunder'd, and the Crew and Paffengers 
brought in and diſpoſed of there, T was de- 
termin'd to ftay in Barbary, till I got farther 
News of her. I had ſome Money by me, 
but not ſufficient for ſuch an Undertaking. I 
was now perfectly acquainted with the Cuſ- 
toms of the Country, and under the religious 
Diſguiſe I have now on, I knew I could paſls 
undiſcover d and live tafe. I at laſt reſol vd 
to take ſome Jewels of SHliman's which I 
had by his Order put up in a Cabinet: This 
I did, and at Midnight departed, having pro- 
vided my ſelf of an execllent Arabian Horſe 
out of his Stable. I ftaid juſt out of Town 
till Break of Day, when I tet Spurs to my 
Horſe, and rid towards Algier, where in ſhort 
time I arriv'd fafe. I went to a Merchant's 
Houſe with whom my Maſter was acquaint- 
ed, knowing he could not ſend after me 10 
far, not knowing which Way I went, at 
leaſt till I had diſpatch'd my Affairs; and I 
delign'd to ſtay there no longer than till I 
had fold the Jewels, and made a full Enquiry 
after Eleonora. with the Aſſiſtance of this 
Merchant, the Jewels were ſold in three Days 
time; a Few gave me five thouſand Crowns 
tor them. I was inform'd that the //gerine

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Pirate had preſented a Lady that was in Al- 
phonſo's Ship to ſome Turkiſh Governor, but 
it was not known who; and that the Caps 
tain was dead. At laſt deſpairing to find 
her, and fearing to be diſcover'd and taken, 
I left Agier, and went thro' Fez, which be- 
ing too populous I Quitted, and retired to 
this lonely Place, having worn this holy 
Diſguiſe ſeven Years, which I have lived in 
this Place. I bought this poor Cottage of a 
Merchant for whom I work, I pals tor a re- 
Egious Man, a Hermit; the People reverence 
Mme as I paſs. I mend Watches for ſeveral 
Merchants in the adjacent Towns and Cities, 
I ſell my little Pictures likewiſe to Europeans, 
and live comfortably, bringing home what 1 
want, I receive no Viſits but at my Door. 
I am call'd mae! the holy Hermit. I 
give what Alms I am able to the poor; 
ſometimes cloth the Naked, and ſecretly af- 
fiſt Chriſtians who are in Diſtreſs. I have 
made myſelf a Rule to live by; I dedicate. 
every third Hour to Devotion in the Day, 
and rite ' once in the Night to Prayer, and 
am now ſo reconcil'd to this retired kind of 
Life, that I am indifferent whether I ever 
return to Venicè or not, unleſs T could be fo 
happy as to have Eleonora with me, then 
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I ſhould return with Pleaſure, to fee if my 
Father and Mother, and who of my Rela- 
tions were Living, not Doubting but after 
my abſence of ſo many Years my Father if 
living would receive me with. Joy, and when 
| he comes to hear the relation of our Adven- 
tures, with the many Trials hardſhips, and 
Sufferings we have Undergone, by his Raſh- 
neſs in adhereing to, and aſſiſting the Villein 
Captain in the ſurprizng and carry ing off, of 
Eleonora which = been the cauſe of all our 
Misfortunes: But if I was aſſur'd ſhe was 
dead; then I would mourn her here, and 
die in this Place. 

Hexs he ended his. Relation; Emilia 
mid, what was the Black's Name. who be- 
long'd to the fair Eleonora? He anſwer'd 
Attabala. Then /aid ſhe, I ſhall tell you 
Wonders; blefs'd be our God who has brought 
us here together, She then began the Rela- 
tion of their Adventures, and. in concluſion 

told him of their Lords being at Attabala's 
Fouſe, which ſhe had learn'd from Antonio,

This News both ſurprized and pleaſed Don

He had gain'd my Maid to be his Cieature, 
ſhe fill'd my Ears with his Praiſes daily, 
and encreaſed my Dittemper. One Day 
when my Father and Mother were invit- 
ed to dine Abroad with ſome grave Com- 
pany, where it was not proper for me to 
go, my Lover who had Information of 
their being Abſent, comes in a Hackney- 
Coach, and after ſome amorous Diſcourſes, 
as gallant and pleaſant as uſual, asks me to 
go Abroad with him, taking Philllis my 
Maid with me. We will go to a Friend's. 
of mine, /aid he whom I can truſt, and 
be merry. I was proud that he would ſhow. 
me to his Friends, and thought ' myſelf 
very ſafe, having Phillis with me; nay, I 
thought him ſo noble and fincere, that 1 
had not the leaft diſtruſt of him. I dreſs» 
ed myſelf richly, and went into the Coach 
with him, leaving my Parents and Home, 
Which I fear I ſhall never ſee again ; he 
carry'd me ten Miles from Paris, there we 
. _ gightdd 
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alighted at a Houſe, hired for his fatal 
purpoſe, as I was, too ſoon ſenſible; I faw 
none but two Servants, a Man and Maid, 
who receiv'd him as their Maſter, The 
Houſe ſtood in a Garden, and no Houſe: 
within call, Here he gave me Wine, and 
a Dinner, which was ready prepared. I 
5 n to be much 1urprized, and apprehen- 
five of what follow'd. He told me after 
Dinner he was tired, and muſt lie down 

upon the Bed : In fin. „I trembled, and 
faw too late I was betray'd. And to dwell 
no longer on the diſmal Subyect. here he 
forced me to Bed, and tho' 1 uicd Pray- 
ers, Tears, and reſiſted all I was able, he 
at length overcame me, {wearing he would 
marry me.

from Venice, to inquire after them; which no 
ſooner arrived, but Abra went aboard in the 
Fiſher- Boat: Monſieur Robinet the Captain 
welcom'd him.

The Captain entertained them nobly, as be- 
came the Generoſity and good Breeding of a 
Frenchman, and a Chriſtian.

 Clarings, and her Lord, muſt all ſtay there 


while they continued at Venice. The next 
Day the whole City rang of this ſtrange Story, 
and all the Noblemen and Ladies, who were 
Friends or related to Angelina, ciouded thither 
to ſee, and welcome Antonio and his charming 
Lady to Venice. A Meſſenger was ditpatch'd 
early in the Morning to E/conora's Father's, 
who by Noon arri ved at Angelina's with her 
Mother. Poor Attabala was like wiie much 
careſs d for his faithful Scryice to his Lad v. 
In fine, a Month paſt in nothing but Feaſts, 
Balls, and Entertainments, to welcome theſe 
noble Venetians home; in all which the 8Spa- 
niſb and French Lords ſhared, Yet Don [= 
pe and the Count de Hautwille were deeply 
melancholy; They had related the Story of

I 
am glad to leave the World, and can adviſe 
ycu but two Things: The firſt is, to be content 
with our Separation, ſubmit to God, and ac- 
quieſce in all Things he Decrees ; nor murmer 
at Misfortunes, which are the holy Fires that 
muſt purg our Souls of Vice, and make us fit 
for Glory. And next I beg that you will 
quit the World, and in a Convent ſpend the 
remainder of your Life, where you may be no 
more in danger of being unhappy. Nor give 
that lovely Perſon to another, who may in- 
volve you in worldly Cares. Alas! my Dear, 
Life is well ſpent in learning how to die; live 
ſo that we may meet again to part no more. 
Yes, my Lord, /aid ſbe, L will obey you, and 
neyer yenture into the wer again, Her 
2 1 
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his 33 encreaſing, his confeſſor began the 
Prayers, and in few Houis he departed. Cla- 
rinda, after he was handiomely interr'd in the 
Benedifline's Church near the Altar, was in- 
vited into the Convent of Nuns adjoining ; to 
which ſhe went, attended by Angellina, An- 
tonio, Anna, Eleunora, Signior Andrea, the 
tuo Lords, Seraja, and all Angelina's Re- 
lations and Friends, who loy'd her much, and 
left her there to enjoy uninterrupted Peace, 
where no worldly Cares can enter to diſturb 
her. 

AFTER this Seraja chuſing to ſtay at An- 
gelina's, the Lords took leave, and went for 
ain in a Spaniſh Veſſel. They arrived ſafe 
at Barcelona, trem whence they went to 
Madrid; and there at his Scat near that City 
found Don Lope&'s Father, Don Manuel ds 
Mendoza, who was aſtoniſhed to ſee him.

Do Los fitting down 
by her, related all the Story of Tanganor, and 
his Lady, and then beg'd te know how this 
excellent Lady come into the Hands of the 
Turks. The Lady much tranſported, being 
no poſitive that it was her Daughter he had 
ſeen, wiping away the Tears, which Joy had 
fill'd her Eyes withal, proceeded to fatisfy his 
Requeſt in this manner: My Lord, my Hus- 
band, Don Fernado Valada, was a Merchant 
at Barcelona ; it had pleated God to give us a 
very handſome Fortune, but it was many Years 
before he bleſs'd us with a Child, which was 
the only thing we wanted in the World, to 
make us compleatly happy.

It was Autumn, 
and late at Night before the Company broke 
up: The Pinnace carrying part ot them aſhore, 
and returning to fetch my Husband, Maria, 
end the zeſt grew dark, the Wind roſe, and my 
Husband was afraid to let her venture to go ſo 
late, and apprehending a Storm, thought it beſt 
to ſtay aboard till Morning + But alas! the 
Storm encreated, and about *two a Clock the 
Ship was drove to Sea, having loft her Anchors, 
and running before the Wind, was drove on the 
Coaft of Barbary : There the Ship was beter 
with three Algerine Pirates, and after a ſharp 
Fight, in which my dear Husband was kill'd, 
the Ship was taken and carry'd into Algier. 
A Turkiſh Captain, who was come there to 
rchaſe fair Slaves for his Villainous Mafters 
o make fale of, bought my dear Child; but 
where he carry'd, or how diſpos'd of her, I 
could never be inform'd till now.

Thus 
my Lord, (ſaid ſhe) I have inform'd you of 
what you defired to know ; and now I beg 
only one Favour more of you, which is to di- 
rect me how IL. may fend to my dear Maria, 
whoſe Virtues have now made her ten times 
dearer to me than ſhe was by the Ties of Na- 
ture. Don Lopes told the only way was to fend 
by ſome Eaſi-India Ship, as he would direct. 
After many Thanks ſhe took leave, and ha- 
Ying a Brother wl.o was a Captain of a Mer- 
chant Ship, got him to go to that Iland, and 
Had the Satisfaction of having a Meſſage from 
Maria's own Mouth, with a Letter from 74 
ganor, promiſing to come to Spain the next 
Year, ſo ſoon as he had got another return 
from Pera.

HERE happened together in an Inn at

up. You know full well my Obligations to him, 
and that I muſt not refift his Commands; Lam 
ſorry for you, God knows, but I cannot help it. 
The Lady wept, and ſaid Alas! do not murder 
me, who have never injur'd you, for the Sake 
of another Perſon: God is my Witneſs, who 
knoweth all Things, that I never did any thing 
to deſerve this from my Husband ; but ſetting 
that aſide, you may (if you pleaſe ) ſerve God, 


your Maſter, and my ſelf in this Manner; name- 


ly, do you take my Cloths, leave me only your 


Hat and Dublet, and carry them to my Lord

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and I ſwear to you by that Life which I ſhall 
be indebted to you for, that I will go where 
neither he, you, nor any Perſon in this Country 
ſhall ever hear more concerning me. The Ser- 
| vant, who was loath to put her to death, was 
ealily preVailed upon; and leaving her his 
Coat and Hat, and ſome Money which ſhe had 
about her, and intreating her not to ſtay, goes 
ſtrait to his Maſter, telling him that he had o- 
bey'd his Commands, and left the Body to be 
devoured by Wolves. After ſome Time Ber- 
nard returned to Genoa, and the Fact being 
diſcovered he was much blamed for what he 
had done. The Lady being left alone, as ſoon

Aria, carrying with him a number of Falcons 


as a Preſent to the Sultan, who often enter- 


tained him at his Table ; and taking particu- 
lar notice of the behaviour of Sicurano, who 
waited always upon her Maſter, he begs her 
of the Gentleman much againſt his Will; and 
in a little Time ſhe was in as muchFavour with 


the Sultan, as ſhe had been with her former

Sicurano 
then replyed, Good Sir, (if it be not too much 
Trouble) tell me how that was. Sir, quoth 


Ambroſe, a Lady of Genoa called Zincura, 


Wife to one Bernard Lomellin, gave them to 
me one Night when I lay with her, and deſi- 
red | would keep them for her Sake. I laugh 
therefore at Bernard's Folly,” who laid me fre 
thouſand Florins to one thouſand, that I could 
not obtun my Will of her; which I did, and

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won -my Wager, whiltt he, who deſerved to 
have been puniſh'd for his Brutality more than 
ſhe, who did no more than what all Women do, 
returned to Genoa, and, by what I can find, had 
her put to death. Helle ano now found out the 
Grounds of Bernard's Düpleaſure; and as ſhe 
perceived, this Man had been the cauſe of it, 
ſhe determines not to let him go unpunniſh'd : 

But ſeeming to be pleaſed with his Story, ſhe 
became more acquainted with him ; and when 
the Fair was ended, ſhe took him with her, to 
Alexandria, and made him hire a Shop, and 
lodged Money in his Hands, which turned to 
ſack Account, that he was very willing to ſtay 
there, S/curano, deſirous of making her In- 
nocence appear to her Husband, agreed with.

Now Sicurano had 
made Ambro/e tell the Story before the Sultan, 
who ſeemed pleaſed — it; but as ſoon as 
her Husband was come, ſhe determined to Wait 
no longer; and taking a fit Opportunity, ſhe 
prevailed upon the tan to lend for Ambroſe 
and Bernard both before * and in the pre- 
lenor 
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ſence of Bernard to make the other confeſs 
by force, if he would not own it otherwiſe, 
how the Aﬀair was, which he had boafted of 
concerning Bernard's Wife. Accordingly they 
were brought face to face, and the tan with 
a ſtern Countenance commanded Ambroſe be- 
fore a Number of People to ſpeak the Truth, 
namely, how he had won of Bernard the five 
thouſand Florins.

whilſt the other, ſhewing greater Regard to that 
Perſon's Falſneſs, than tothe Virtue of his Wife 


(of which he might have been aſſured from 


long Experience has her murdered and devou- 
red and eaten by Wolves. Beſides, ſuch is the 


Reſpe& that they both bear towards her, that 


ſhe is not known to either of them, tho' they 
have been long entertained. by her. But that 


you may more perfectly underſtand what both - 
have deſerved, and if at my Requeſt you will 


puniſn the Deceiver, and excuſe the Perſon who 


was deceived, ſhe ſhall forthwith appear be- 
fore you and them, the tan ( who was diſ- 
poſed to ſhew Favour to Sicurano in every 
thing) agreed that the Lady ſhould appear;

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Acurano threw herſelf at his Feet, and lay ing 
aſide her manly Voice and Demeanour, ſhe ſaid, 
My Lord, Iam the miſerable and unfortunate 
Lintura, who for the Space of fix Years have 
. wandered over the World in Man's Diſguiſe, 
being baſely aſperſed by that Villain Ambru/e 
and given up to a Servant by that moſt cruel 
and unjuſt Man to be murder d and devoured 
by Wolves. And ſhewing her Breaſt, ſhe made 
it appear that ſhe was the ſame; Woman. 
Turning then to Ambroſe, ſhe reſolutely de- 
manded, when it was that he had lain with 
her, as hie had formerly vaunted? But he 
knowing her again, was ſo ſtruck with Shame, 
that he could not utter a Word. The Sultan, 
who had all along taken her for a Man, was

leſs than ten thouſand double Ducates: And 
making a moſt ſumptuous Feaſt in Honour of 
Bernard, as her Husband, and Zineura as a 
moſt worthy Lady, he preſented her with

ſand Ducates more: And providing a Ship for
